Tax Program 


Studied 


Legislative Leaders 
Meet With President 
On “Appeasement” 


WASHINGTON, (lp) — Legislative 
leaders took a “business appease- 
ment” tax program to the White 
House today for a showdown with 
President Roosevelt. 


The prospect was for a general 
announcement of compromise and 
harmony after today’ss conference 
to be followed by a tax battle royal 
when the issue finally comes up for 
congressional debate. 


Senate Republicans and conserva- 
tive Democrats are determined upon 
tax reform but are aware they pro- 
bably would not be able to overcome 
a veto. 


In the background was the $212,- 
000,000 of unbudgeted farm subsi- 


' dies voted last year and $338,000,- 


000 approved by the senate this year 
and now awaiting house action. Mr. 
Roosevelt was promised new reve- 
nue to cover last year’s appropri- 
ation but never got it. 


The administration is confronted 
now with the alternative of defeat- 


|ing the $338,000,000 grant in the 


house this month or of going to 
congress with another hopeless plea 


| for compensation.
